$400 Pay Boost Basis 
For Halt-Draft' Fight 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(/)—A House Military Subcommittee 
approved a flat $400 a year pay increase for all servicemen Wednesday 
and Rep. Harness, Republican, Indiana, announced he would move to 
make it a basis for halting draft inductions. 


“With a $400 increase, the Army 
and Navy will get enough volun- 
teers so continued drafting will 
not be required,” Harness told a 
reporter. 

“Army spokesmen have told us 
they can. get along for several 
months with a suspension of in- 
ductions and still have enough 
men. If they can do that and 
then we give them the pay raise 
to provide still more inducements 
for enlisting, they ought to be able 
to do without the draft at all.” 


Other committeemen contended, 
however, that additional enlist- 
ments which a pay increase vould 
bring would be sufficient only to 
prevent the necesssity for increas- 
ing the rate of draft inductions be- 
yond its present level. 

Harness predicted that the full 
Military Committee will approve 
the $400 increase before the House 
takes up Friday the bill to con- 
tinue the draft for nine months 
beyond its May 15 expiration date. 


He said he will offer on the floor 

his proposal to suspend inductions 

which the Committee Tuesday re- 
jected. 

_ The $400-a-year increase would 
be paid to all officers and men in 
the Army and Navy. This would 
raise the pay of private, now $50 
a month, to $83.33. 

The Army and Navy have rec- 
ommended a 20 
for all personnel. This would 
raise the pay of higher officers 
more than $400 a year, but would 
increase the private’s pay only to 
$60 a month. 

Meanwhile, the Senate late Wed- 
nesday passed and sent to the 
White House a bill to fix the au- 
thorized peacetime strength of the 
Navy at 500,000 enlisted men and 
35,000 officers. ; 

The Senate Committee expects 
to act on the draft extension 
Thursday and also may vote on a 
pay increase at the same time.

WHITING PROMOTED

On Housing 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(UP) 
The Senate Wednesday night 
passed a highly emasculated ver- 
sion of President Truman’s Emer- 
gency Housing Bill and, like the 
House, beat down Administration 
efforts to put price ceilings on 
existing homes and building lots. 

The roll call vote was 63 to 14. 


Mr. Truman gained a partial 
victory, however, when the Senate 
approved a provision granting 
Housing Expediter Wilson W. 
Wyatt $600,000,000 for subsidies 
to producers of scarce building 
materials. 

This provision, coupled with 
price ceilings on existing homes, 
had been described by the Presi- 
dent as the heart of his program 
to build 2,700,000 low-cost homes 
for veterans by the end of 1947. 
The subsidies had been cut out of 
the Bill in the House by a Repub- 
lican-Southern Democrat coalition. 

Senate Democratic Leader Al- 
ben W. Barkley, Kentucky, who 
piloted the measure through the 
Senate, indicated that he may of- 
fer in conference to limit the 
amount of material subsidies to 
be made available this year if the 
House will accept the subsidy pro- 
gram. 

Twelve Republicans and two 
Democrats voted against the Bill. 
They were Republicans Ball, 
Brooks, Bushfield, Cordon, Gur- 
ney, Hawkes, Hickenlooper, Milli- 
kin, Revercomb, Robertson, Wher- 
ry and Wilson, and Democrats 
Overton and O’Daniel. 

The measure entails wide pow- 
ers to Wyatt, which some oppo- 
nents described as greater than 
those held by any cabinet or 
agency official. It also: 

1. Puts price ceilings on new 
homes, 

2. Provides a government-guar 
anteed market for prefabricated 
houses and new-type construction 
materials, 

3. Authorizes $600,000,000 in ma- 
terial subsidies with which to 
boost production of critical build- 
ing materials. 

4. Expands government author- 
ity to insure home mortgages by 
$1,000,000,000. 

5. Gives veterans “first prefer- 
ence” in renting or buying homes

tan nation of the world, and lend its help, both 
in capable, well-trained missionaries and _ in 
funds, to strengthen the existing institutions,” 
he said. 

Bishop Moore inspected such institutions as 
the hospitals, schools, universities, churches and 
social centers built in Korea before the war. He 
found the physical plants undamaged. He pre- 
dicted, however, that American churches will 
have a tremendous task in restoring the organi- 
zational setup. The church organization was dis- 
solved by police pressure in the summer of 1945, 
he said. 

The Bishop placed the number of Christians 
in Korea at half a million. The country’s popu- 
lation is about 30,000,000. 

“Christianity’s influence far outstrips its 
strength in numbers,” he said. “For example, 
Korean leaders in military government were 
nearly all trained in Christian schools. We are 
proud that we helped produce the leaders. The 
Christian idea, removed by the Japanese in all 
schools and colleges, will now re-enter the edu- 
cational system of Korea.” 

Bishop Moore, here since February, is mak- 
ing his inspection as a prelude to the return to 
Korea of about 400 American missionaries, who 
will come as soon as conditions permit. 

The churchman was Methodist Bishop of 
Korea, China and Japan from 1934 to 1940. 

He plans to see Japan before he returns to 
America next month,

SEOUL,’ Korea, Anril 10—(Via Radio)— 
Christianity outlived the war in the Far East 

and today faces an unparalleled opportunity and 
challenge, Methodist Bishop Arthur J. Moore, of 
Atlanta, said Wednesday. 

Representing the American Council of Bish- 
ops, he came here to learn what happened to 
Christianity and the Church in the Japanese- 
occupied lands during the darkness after Pearl 
Harbor. He reported that Christianity is emerg- 
ing ‘from the underground in Korea, stronger 
than ever, showing innumerable signs of the 
success of prewar missionary work. 

He told of finding everywhere whole congre- 
gations which had no contact with missionaries 
or the Western world, but remained in the 
Church and held to their Christian doctrines. 

Comparing the survival of Christianity under 
Japanese oppression to its survival under Roman 
oppression, he said the Church now has in the 
Far East the opportunity to make its first real 
forward thrust, and to rise to a strength equal 
to that in the West.

knows it. 

Should the Independents suc- 
ceed in electing their three candi- 
dates for county commissioners in 
next Tuesday’s primary, they will 
take control of the County’s five- 
man commission. 

And should the Independents 
unseat Roy Harris and his two 
Cracker colleagues in the legisla- 
tive race, they will be able to 
topple many a Cracker playhouse. 


The post of Safety Commission- 
er, for instance, created expressly 
for Cracker Boss John Kennedy, 
could be abolished overnight by 
the type of local legislation which 
is passed without question in 
Georgia’s home-rule wary General 
Assembly. 

Small wonder, then, that when 
two groups of veterans met this 
week in the local Courthouse for

Violated

WASHINGTON, April 10— 
(INS)—The American Meat Insti- 
tute told Congress Wednesday that 
a mushrooming black market has 
more than doubled in the last 
month and costs the nation one 
and one-quarter billion dollars an- 
nually. 


Robert J. Eggert, Associate Mar- 
keting Director of the Institute, de- 
clared that 83 percent of the stores 
in 11 cities charged a 29 percent 
above ceiling average in Fabruary. 


He informed the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee that the up 
ward trend, further tipping the 
scales against the American house 
wife, is flourishing. 


GOVERNMENT WARNING 


Eggert said that the rising spiral 
was reflected in a second survey 
of Washington, D. C., a typical 
price city, where 10 percent more 
dealers were overcharging in 
March than in February. 

His testimony came on the heels 
of a government warning of a five 
percent drop in meat production 
and a five to 10 percent decline 
in the poultry supply for 1946, 
Eggert asserted: 

“The retail black market in meat 
has more than doubled in the past 
month. 

“It is running wild and getting 
wilder. OPA enforcement has com- 
pletely broken down.

“Housewife shoppers” were re- 
vealed by Eggert to have been 
used to purchase meat in 1,803 
stores in the 11 cities for a price 
analysis as compared to OPA ceil- 
ings. He said they bought meats 
in all types of stores in all kinds 
of neighborhoods. 

Eggert said New York produced 
the most extreme example of over- 
charges, in which one cut of veal 
was bought at 262 percent over 
the ceiling.

Gromyko Promoted, as Novikov

NEW YORK, April 10—(UP)— 
Soviet Russia, in a major diplo- 
matic move, relieved Andrei A.

Nikolai V. Novi- 
kov, Minister - Counselor under 
Gromyko, was named the new 
Ambassador in his place. 


Russia’s action. announced by 
the Moscow radio, was regarded 
primarily as a manifestation of 
Premier Stalin’s recent statement 
that he expected the United Na- 
tions to play ‘a great and positive 
part in preserving peace and se- 
curity. 

Secondly, it was regarded both 
in UNO circles and in those fa- 
miliar with Russia as being a defi- 
nite and distinct promotion for 
Gromyko, brilliant 38 - year - old 
diplomatic ace, and a recognition 
of the stout fight he has put up 
in the Iran crisis. 


The news was a complete sur- | 


prise here at the new home of the 
UNO but it was interpreted imme- 
diately as being factual evidence 
of the enormous importance the 
infant Security Council is assum- 
ing in the world situation and as 
a recognition that Gromyko is 
going to have his hands full. 

Gromyko came to this country 
Oo serve as second man in the 
Washington Embassy to Veteran 
Maxim Litvinov and he replaced 
Litvinov as Ambassador Aug. 22, 
1943, at the height of World 
War II. 

But where aging Litvinov went 
into virtual retirement, Gromyko 
now starts on a new career in 
first-rank world diplomacy. 

Gromyko served with distinction 
as Russfan Chief Delegate at the 
preparatory conference in San 
Francisco. He has followed the 
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UNO from its earliest formative 
days. 


During the Iranian crisis, Gro- 
myko, solid, dark, serious-faced, 
fought almost alone against such 
veterans of diplomacy as Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes and Sir 
Alexander Cadogan of Great Brit- 
ain to force postponement of dis- 
cussion of Iran. 

Gromyko walked out of the 
Council March 27 after he was 
defeated in this demand and the 
Council decided to hear Hussein 
Ala, Iranian representative, on the 
complaint that Russia broke her 
promise to evacuate his country 
by March 2. 

Gromyko’s boycott ended Tues- 
day when he attended the Coun- 
cil meeting. 

But he accepted defeat grace- 
fully in the interim and when 
Ala gave a “victory” party Gromy- 
ko was there, to shake hands and 


talk cordially with his host while 


‘their wives joined in. 


He showed no self-consciousness 
when he walked back into the 
Council chamber, where he was 
welcomed warmly especially by 
Britain’s Cadogan and Edward R. 
Stettinius, Jr., American Chief

As-regards the position of Rus- 
sia toward the UNO, Stalin said 
March 22: 


“I attach great importance to the 
United Nations Organization, as it 
is a serious instrument for the 
preservation of peace and inter- 
national security. The strength of 
this organization consists in that 
it is based on the principle of 
equality of states and not on the 
principle of the domination of one 
state over others. 


“If the United Nations Organt- 
zation succeeds in preserving in 
the future this principle of equal- 
ity, it will unquestionably play a 
great and positive role in guar- 
anteeing universal peace and se 
curity.” 

Stalin also said he was con- 
vinced the nations of the world 
wanted peace and the way to as- 


sure it was for people and gov- 


ernments to organize counter-prop- 
aganda against those who tried to 
foment war. 

There have been many addi- 
tional evidences that despite its — 
bitter fighting at the London and 
New York Security Council meet- 
ings Russia intends to cooperate 
to the fullest in the UNO. Its ac 
tion Wednesday night was taken 
as another sign of the importance 
with which it regards the Security 
Council as the body charged with 
keeping the peace of the world— 
by force if necessary. .

Two-Party 
System Wins 


Wallace Okay 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(/)— 
Sec. Wallace said Wednesday he 
favors the two-party system, was 
against the Roosevelt “purge” of 
1938, and asserted that in the 
days ahead “we will need a sense 
of party responsibility.” 

Referring to an informal speech 
on party discipline before the 
Women’s Democratic Club here 
March 18, Wallace said he didn’t 
use the word “purge” as some 
headlines said, but urged “self- 
discipline” for party members who 
failed to vote with their leadership 
on major issues. 

“TI tremble for the nation,” the 
‘Commerce Secretary said, “unless 
we have a sense of party responsi- 
| bility.” 

Wallace, who had CIC support 
for the Democratic vice presiden 
tial nomination in 1944, was testi- 
fying at a Senate Interstate Com- 
i|merce Committee hearing. He got 
‘off the subject when Sen. Reed, 
Republican, Kansas, drew a paral- 
lel between what he called “coer- 
'cion” by railroads in rate-making 
and what he recalled “coercion you 
(Wallace) suggested a short time 
ago.” 

Wallace had been quoted in an 
unheralded address before the 
Democratic women—and raised no 
challenge to the report at the time 
—as saying that senators and rep- 
resentatives who oppose their own 
parties on major legislation should 
be banned from seeking election 
on their party tickets. 

Denying. he used the 
“purge,” Wallace told Reed: 

“T suggested that the parties— 
both of them—should agree on 
certain major questions and that 
the members should stick together. 

“If they didn’t agree with the 
way their party had voted, they 
could make their own stands clear 
at the country level or state level 
by speeches and so on.”

Bay apartment houses ablaze early Wednesday, bringing death to eight 
persons, including three children and a policeman whose heroism in 
spreading the alarm saved the lives of several other occupants. 


Asst. Chief Killed, 
5 Firemen Hurt 
In Theater Blaze 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., April 10— 
(UP)—An assistant fire chief was 
killed and five firemen were in- 
jured Wednesday while fighting a 
general alarm fire which wrecked 
the Rialto Theater Building in the 
heart of the business district. 

Damage to the theater, its seven 
stores and an adjoining building 
was estimated at upwards of 
$750,000. 

The victim was Marcus Good, 
67, a veteran of 50 years’ service 
in the Fire Department. He was 
fighting the flames with two other 
firemen inside the theater when 
the lobby floor collapsed, dropping 
them 15 feet to the basement. 

The other firemen were lifted to 
safety with a rope. Good was be- 
ing pulled up in the same manner 
when the rope burned, and he fell 
back into the basement. He died 
from asphyxiation. 

In addition to the firemen, sev- 
en other persons were treated for 
injuries, shock and smoke inhala- 
tion at Allentown Hospital and 
Sacred Heart Hospital. 

The flames, which raged uncon- 
trolled for six hours, broke 
through the roof of the theater 
building and cast a pall of smoke 
over the entire city. They spread 
to the adjoining Keystone Furni- 
ture Company where _workers 
were evacuated together with oc- 
cupants of the nearby Medical Arts 
Building. 

The fire was discovered in the 
boiler room under the lobby by 
John Leonard, the janitor.

Firemen rescued 12 persons 
over ladders, while nearly a score 
of others jumped from windows 
or defied flaming stairways to 
escape. 

Discovery of bundles of charred 
papers and rags in each of the 
three apartment houses sent Bos- 
ton’s arson squad and State fire 
investigators searching for the 
firebug. Fire Chief Napeen Bou- 
tilier said the blazes unquestion- 
ably were touched off by an ar- 
sonist. He said the firebug kin- 
died all three blazes either in the 
basement or in a front hallway. 

All eight victims perished in the 
flames at the Colonial Chambers, 
but residents of the other two 
apartments—situated only a few 
blocks away—fled just before the 
stairways were cut off. 

Victims of the Colonial Cham- 
bers fire were: 

Mr. and Mrs. Anthony Wassell 
and their three children—Suzanne, 
5, Peter, 3, and Linda, 2. 

Frank La Pete and his sister, 
Verna, 25. 

Patrolman Robert Maher. 

The policeman died at a hospi- 
tal, even as fellow officers pre- 
pared to give him their blood in 
transfusions. He had suffered in- 
ternal injuries in a desperate leap 
from a third-floor window. 

The other seven victims were 
trapped in their bedrooms on the 
third and fourth stories of the 
apartment house. 

Miss Susan Mahoney, 23-year- 
old tenant in a fourth-floor apart- 
ment, was rescued by firemen but 
was taken to a hospital where she 
was reported in critical condition 
from third-degree burns of the 
head and body. 

One of the first on the scene, 
Patrolman Maher braved flames to 
dash through the building rousing 
the sleeping occupants. By the 
time he reached the third floor, 
the blaze had cut off his escape 
and forced him to jump. 

A first-floor resident of the Co- 
lonial Chambers—James Crawford 
—was awakened by smoke and 
leaped eight feet into an alley. His 
wife’ dropped their three-year-old 
daughter into his arms, and then 
escaped herself through the win- 
dow. 

“We were lucky to get out 
alive,” Crawford told firemen aft- 
erward. “I don’t see how any- 
body on the upper floors could 
possibly have made the exits.” 

The Colonial Chambers fire, 
which caused $10,000 damage, was 
in full blaze when the alarm was 
sounded for the second fire on 
near-by Irvington Street. While 
firemen were battling flames in 
both houses, the third fire was dis- 
covered on Huntington Avenue. 
Damage in the second and third 
fires totaled about $25,000, but no 
serious injuries were reported.

SHANGHAI, April 10—(UP)—The Chinese said they’d take the 
railroad equipment aboard the Ada Rehan, but everyone said let 
some one else take the harem of Persian dancing girls, who were 
weeping their eyes out because just one sailor was out pursuing a 


white Russian girl. 

The vodka-drinking baboon was 
dead, a victim of his own churlish- 
ness and lack.of gratitude. And 
the Ada Rehan, a Liberty ship 
which left San Francisco for New 
Orleans eight m@nths ago was still 
a long way from home. 

Of course, as some of the crew 
said, she could be still farther 
from home if she had bumped into 
one of those mines, which the 
lookout mistook for sea turtles un- 
til the Ada Rehan was right in 
the middle of them. 

H’MM, MIGHTY STRANGE 

It was mighty strange, members 
of the crew said, mighty strange. 
And the old tars along the Shang- 
hai waterfront, who have heard 
and told some tall ones in their 
day, said it beat anything in their 
memory, especially the part about 
the dancing girls. 

The Ada Rehan, as the stories 
go, left San Francisco on Aug. 
16. But before she reached New 
Orleans, the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration requisitioned her and 
she was ordered by radio to pro- 
ceed to Santiago, Chile, for a car- 
go of nitrates. 

She sailed from Santiago for 

Khorramshahr, a Persian Gulf 
port heavily used during the war 
for Lend-Lease shipments to Rus- 
sia. 
In the Mediterranean, a seaman 
blithely steered the ship through 
what he thought was a school of 
sea turtles, warming their backs 
in the sun. 

The seaman at the wheel was 
able to ascertain, upon closer in- 
spection, that he did not know a 
sea turtle when he saw one. 

At Tripoli, the skipper, Capt. 
Harold S. Ellis, insisted upon be- 
ing put ashore. He explained that 
the war had shaken his nerves and 
it would take him a long time 
ashore to recover. 

ENTER BOOZING BABOON 

First Mate Harry Haas assumed 
command. He was not popular and 
when the Ada Rehan docked at 
an Arabian port, the crew refused 
to sail farther with him. Haas 
summoned the Coast Guard and 
charged the crew with insubordi- 
nation. Crew members said two of 
their fellows, ones who had been 
complaining the loudest, were 
put ashore with the understanding 
that an inquiry would be held 
when they returned to the States. 

Except for a couple of knifings, 
the voyage to Khorramshahr was 
quiet. But at Khorramshahr, their 
real troubles began: They acquired 
the baboon and the dancing girls. 

The baboon was the gift of a 
seamen’s club which was being 
dismantled, but it was not quite 
clear who provided the girls. Some 
time during the goings on at Khor- 
ramshahr, the railroad equipment 
for China was loaded. 

The baboon proved a bottomless 
boozer. He bit Haas with seem- 
ingly little provocation, except 
perpetual ill temper. That was all 
right with the crew, but when 
having drunk up all the vodka and 
beer aboard, the baboon began 
bounding the empty bottles 
against the heads of the seamen, 
their patience was at an end. 
HAREM LEFT MOURNING 

They chased him from the ship 
to a date grove and killed him. 

The dancing girls, members of 
the crew said, were not all they 
seemed to be. They were victim- 
ized by the blandishments of one 
seaman, who swore to marry sev- 
eral as soon as the Ada Rehan 
docked. As a result, the dancing 
girls avoided the rest ofahe crew 
during the long voyage to China. 

When the fast-talking sailor 
reached Shanghai, he promptly 
went ashore and fell in love with 
a White Russian girl. This plunged 
the jilted Persian dancing girls 
into mourning. They were joined 
in tears by their sisters, out of 
sympathy. 

The Chinese announced they 
would gladly accept the railroad 
equipment, though it was under- 
standably battered. 

WSA officials said the dancing 
girls were a little out of their 
province. Consular officials said 
they were a matter for the masters 
of the ship, unless they came 
ashore, which would make it a 
matter for Chinese immigration 
authorities. 

Nobody wanted 
girls.

Poles Charge 
Spain Hiding 
War Makers 


NEW YORK, April 10—(UP)— 
Poland, demanding United Nations 
action against Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco, charged Wednesday 
that German scientists sheltered 
in Spain may be working—under 
Spanish auspices—on atomic bomb 
and rocket research. 


Dr. Oscar Lange, chief Polish 
delegate to the UNO Security 
Council, demanded in a formal 
letter to UNO Secy. Gen. Trygve 
Lie that action be taken against 
the Franco regime as a danger to 
international peace and security. 


Asserting that Franco had given 
haven to hordes of Nazi war 
criminals and leaders who con- 
tinued their activities on Spanish 
soil, Lange said that the National- 
ist regime: 

“ .. Allows and promotes scien- 
tific research by German scientists 
engaged in devising new means of 
warfare.” 

Authoritative Polish sources 
supplemented this by disclosing 
that Poland has evidence indi- 
cating that German § scientists 
working under Spayish auspices 
inside Spain are engaged in 
atomic, rocket, radar and other 
research. 

The Polish delegation is now 
awaiting additional documentary 
evidence on this charge, it was dis- 
closed—evidence which may come 
from informants inside Spain. 


Poland’s demand for UNO ac- 
tion against Franco will be on the 
Security Council program at its 
next meeting at 3 p. m. Monday, 
along with Russia’s demand that 
the whole Iranian questiorr be 
dropped at once and Iran’s request 
that it remain on the program un- 
til both countries report May 6 
whether the Red Army is com- 
pletely out of Iran. 

The decision to meet next Mon- 
day was reached at a secret ses- 
sion of the Security Council Wed- 
nesday when members discussed 
plans for the prospective new 
Iranian dispute and a_ possible 
new site in the New York area 
for temporary UNO headquarters. 

Immediately afterward Poland’s 
seven-point note was published. It 
said: 

1. The UNO assembly in Lon- 
don tondemned the Franco regime 
as founded with Axis aid, black- 
balled it from the UNO and rec- 
ommended that its resolution be 
noted in future conduct of rela- 
tions with Spain. 

2. Since then it has become 
clear that the Franco regime has 
“caused international friction and 
endangered international peace 
and security.” 

3. France was compelled on Feb. 
26 to close its frontier facing 
Spain and Franco at once massed 
troops On his side of the border. 

4. Franco “has given haven to 
the largest aggregation of Nazi as- 
sets and personnel, it has given 
refuge to a large number of war 
criminals and Nazi leaders who 
continue their activities from Span- 
ish territory, it allows and pro- 
motes scientific research by Ger- 
man scientists engaged in devising 
new means of warfare.” 


5. Spain must be considered as 
a concern of all United Nations, 


6. Article 2 of the UNO charter 
provides that the UNO shall in- 
sure that non-member states shall 
act in accordance with charter 
principles to maintain peace and 
security. 

7. Poland under articles 34 and 
35 “requests the Security Council 
to place on its agenda the situation 
arising from the existence and ac-

Prosperity of Times 
Helps Truman Plenty 


WASHINGTON—President Truman this week 

completes his first year in office. It was on April 

12, 12 months ago, that he was summoned to the 

White House to take the oath after the news of President Roosevelt's 
death. 


These past 12 months have been crowded with momentous 
events. A year ago we were still at war. Germany, tottering when 
Mr. Truman took over, shortly toppled and fell. Next came the 
Potsdam Conference.

Then came the atomic 
change in warfare since the discovery of gunpowder. 
conditional surrender followed immediately afterward. 


Mr. Truman thus rode through the first phase of his inherited 
administration on the momentum of plans made by his predecessor. 
During that phase he reached the highest peak of his popularity. 


But it was the next phase that was to be, politically, the most 
important to him—the phase of reconversion, of planning for the 
nation’s return to peace. It was also to be the most trying. 


After reorganizing the old Roosevelt Cab- 
Sent 29 Proposals inet, the President sent to Congress some 


25 major proposals dealing with the postwar situation. 


Congress did not take to the proposals, with the result that only 
10 of the 25 have been passed and of these only about half in the 
form the President asked. Such a lack of congressional co-opera- 
tion might have been sufficient to destroy another administration, 


But what was lacking in congressional co-operation has been 
more than made up in luck. Instead of the 10,000,000 persons which 
economists predicted would be unemployed by this stage of the 
reconversion period, we have no unemployment problem at all 
Industry has converted far more rapidly than anyone foresaw. 


Prices have been held fairly in line, and labor, for the most 
part, has been given wage increases satisfactory to the unions. Pro- 
duction is already running at the rate of $150,000,000,000 yeariy, 
business and individauls have an estimated $145,000,000,000 in 
liquid assets ready for spending, and the budget is being balanced 
for the first time in nearly 16 years. 


All of these are factors which redound to Mr. Truman's credit. 
Despite the failure of Congress to give him the program he asked 
for, events are moving forward successfully and at a happy pace. 


The President can, therefore, look upon his first 
Happy Omen 12 months in office as a happy omen. We are 
well on the road not only to recovery, but to the most prosperous 
times in the history of the nation. And what is significant about 
this is that no Chief Executive hes ever been voted out of office 
while seeking re-election at a time of great national prosperity. 


There was a period a few months after he took office when 
Mr. Truman became discouraged over the tremendous problems 
facing him. During this period he let the word pass out through 
persons he consulted that he might not be a candidate to succeed 
himself. The burdens of the Presidency were so great that he felt 
He indicated that he would be 
content to let the responsibility pass on to other hands at the expira- 
tion of his term in 1948. 

But since then the change in the tide of events has also brought 
a change in the President's attitude. He has seen that approval 
of a program by Congress is not always’ essential to the Nation's 
well-being. 

Under the present outlook, national recovery will come about 
readily enough, it is now conceded, so long as Congress heeds only 
a few of the more important of the Presidential recommendations. 

Hence, Mr. Truman, looking back with a certain amount of 
satisfaction on his first year in office, may logically now be counted 
on to look ahead to another term. He has now passed the crucial 
stage of his Administration. We are over the hump. 

His future will be measured by the prosperity of the times. The 
greater the prosperity the more will be the demands that he be 
given a second term.

‘Meet the Crew 
Of the Mary H. 


4Editor’s Note: The following column was 

>. written as the tug Mary H. nosed out of Panama 

City, Fla., bound for Columbus with the first barge 

load of gasoline ever to attempt to make port at Columbus from 

New Orleans, The Mary H., after battling high waters and a racing 

current for two days and nights, didn’t make it on schedule. But 

in this and following stories, Martin describes life on a tug, and the 

troubles which beset rivermen as they fight floods and shifting chan- 
nels on an uncontrolled stream.) 


- Heave ho, my lads, the wind blows free. A 
Rolling Home pleasant breeze, bearing with it the rich, ripe 
smell of a paper mill, is on our lee and the lights of Panama City 
are falling away to sternward. 

At 2:49 in the afternoon the tug Sherman IV trudged into Wat- 
son bayou with the barge we have been waiting for, after a 53- 
hour-and-5-minute run out of New Orleans against a head tide all 
the way. By 9:30 p. m. the crew had transferred their gear to the 
Mary H. Food, water and supplies were all aboard and the Mary H. 
had nosed up against the barge, tied on, and, snorting mightily, had 
begun the 327-mile run by bayou, canal and river to Columbus. 

Since the barge, with 7,000 barrels of gasoline sloshing about in 
her, is 165 feet long and 42 feet in the beam, and the Mary H. is 
a middle-sized tug 57 feet over all and 14% feet wide, we look 
something like an industrious bug pushing a brick. We are doing 
all right, so far, though, logging a solid 4% miles per hour, which 
is a little better than a good, fast walk. 

It has been an uneventful trip, till now. Speed, naturally, is 
imperative, for this trip is trying to prove not only that you can 
haul a barge cargo from New Orleans to Columbus when the water 
is high. but that you can do it fairly fast. 


Last night while a bridge tender snored in 
Lost an Hour his shack, failing to open for us while we 
lay off, tooting at him indignantly, and some time before day this 
morning we dropped another 45 minutes while the chief engineer, 
to the accompaniment of some transcendental cussing, changed a 
needle valve in the fuel intake. The engineer was in a particularly 
irritable mood at the moment, for a lifebelt rack, impropefly 
secured, had fallen shortly before, striking him on the skull 
Such small troubles do not annoy the noble group of mariners 
aboard the Mary H., however, for they are old rivermen from 
away back, though with the exception of Capt. Pierson, the master.

We are in an era of 
change. 


Franklin’ D. Roosevelt started 
it in our own domestic economy, 
not only because he was so inten- 
tioned, but because he had to.

PRINCETON—As work of the 
Famine Emergency Committee 
goes forward, nine out of 10 voters 
say they have heard or read about 
the plan to send food to other na- 
tions during the weeks ahead.

Should you teach a child how 
to box? Do you think it en- 
courages him to be a bully or 
to start fist fights? Did you ever 
see @ youngster’s childhaod 
ruined by some bully who kept 
him terrorized? 


CASE J-264: Larry D., 6, is a 
problem to his parents. 

“Larry is just starting to public 
school,” his mother said. “My 
husband has bought a punching 
bag and some small boxing gloves 
for him. 

“Two or three times a week he 
goes down into the basement and 
boxes with Larry or encourages 
him to punch the punching bag. 

“I have always tried to teach 
Larry to be a peaceable boy and 
avoid quarrels. Don’t you think 
my husband is just encouraging 
our son to enter fights, Dr. Crane? 


“I certainly don’t want him to 
be a naughty boy who comes in 
with black eyes or a broken nose 
every week or two, or who hurts 
the other children with whom he 
associates.” 


DIAGNOSIS 

This is a moet point not only 
in regard to an. individual home 
but also as regards national arma- 
ments. Almost every sane and 
sensible person deplores wars be- 
tween nations, as well as fistic 
battles between schoolboys. 

But it is difficult to dismiss the 
argument that a good defense 
often deters a belligerent oppo- 
nent from waging an aggressive 
attack. 

And there is no more tragic in- 
feriority complex among sensitive 
and intelligent boys from good 
homes than their terror of a bully 
or young ruffian who uses his 
fists to coerce all his playmates. 

The unfavorable effects on the 
personality of the sensitive youth 
are often so severe that life be- 
comes a burden to him, and he 
may suddenly develop an other- | 
wise inexplicable dislike for go-| 
ing to school, although previously 
he was very fond of school. | 
MATTER OF NEIGHBORHOOD 

If all children were equally in- 
telligent and had equal home ad- 


vantages, such as refined parents 
and good moral teaching, then 
this problem would scarcely exist. 

But many children come from 
so-called tough neighborhoods 
where profanity and alcohol are 
their chief teachers, and where 
might makes right. 


Such youngsters are prone to 
pick a fight on no excuse whatso- 
ever. They also resent the better 
clothes and superior manners of 
the more, fortunate children, so 
they try to inflate their own pride 
ay whipping these superior chil- 


ren. 

Theoretically, of course, the 
skillful use of words can protect 
an individual from almost any 
other person, but not all young- 
sters can say the right thing at 
the right time and thus get them- 
selves out of difficulties through 
their superior brain work. More- 
over, they do not always have 
time. 


SELF-RELIANT CHILDREN 

The goal of our homes and 
schools is really to produce self- 
reliant children.

The normal child in a good 
home will be peaceable and friend- 
ly, even though he can resort very 
successfully to defending himself 
or his younger sisters from mo- 
ronic youngsters or the neighbor- 
hood toughs. How do you readers 
vote on this question? 

Boxing is one of the best meth- 
ods for building up self-reliance 
and therefore banishing an inferi- 
ority complex, whether in a child 


or a grown man.

Over There

Europe’s invaded countries were 
hungry for five long years before 
the end of the war, and the longer 
people have been close to starva- 
tion, the lower is their physical re- 
sistance. That is what Eleanor 
Roosevelt, our only woman dele- 
gate to UNO, implores that we 
women of America realize. 


In her talk to the Women’s Na- 
tional Press Club she made an 
earnest plea to women to fight for 
peace because “women will care 
more and fight more for the objec- 
tives of peace.” 


But even as I sat there, deeply 
stirred by what she was saying, I 
caught myself thinking, “There 
isn’t much I can do to get women 
to work for peace; I’m not a. po- 
litical writer.” That brought me 
up with a start, for her next words 
were that women must stop think- 
ing there is nothing they can do. 
We are apt to shake our heads, she 
said, and think “it’s appalling, it’s 
too horrible, but there isn’t any- 
thing I can do!” 


Yet there is something each one 
of us can do. We can save food, 
and food is the first thing that is 
needed over there. Until the peo- 
ple can. stop bending every effort 
toward mere existence they will 
not be able to produce the right 
kind of leaders. The conquered 
countries lack leaders because 
their leaders were liquidated. If 
we had a real conception of what 
mere existence means in these 
countries We would appreciate that 
our greatest contribution now, and 
an individual one, is food. 

The subsistence diet is supposed 
to be 1,500 calories a day, but it 
is more likely to be 1,000 or even 
800 calories. Now, if you have 
ever tried a 1,000-calorie balanced 
diet you may think it’s not so bad. 
But these people have no reserve 
to go on, and the calories they get 
each day are neither “filling” nor 
nutritionally adequate. How would 
you like this menu: a hunk of 
bread and weak coffee for break- 
fast; thin soup with a potato base 
and another hunk of bread for 
your main meal; and soup and 
bread, some kind but less of it, for 
your evening meal? The entire 
menu is less than many a house 
wife wastes in a day® Let this be 
on your conscience: Any food you 
throw out might have saved some- 
one’s life. Then you will think of 
ways to save food at every meal.

: Is Birmingham setting a trap for the Crackers? 
Barons Quiet That’s a question to which we'd like an answer 
on the eve of opening day. 

Zipp Newman, for 25 years sports editor of The Birmingham 
News, indicates in a wire a need for four or five players. 

“Would send a story on the Barons if I knew 
personnel of the club,” Zipp said. 

There is no tendency in these parts to sell 
the Barons short. 

On the last road trip of 1945, when 
the Crackers were fighting for a pennant 
and the Barons had nothing at stake, the 
Atlanta nine was given rough treatment. 

At that time Connie Creeden had left 
the club and some of the punch was 
gone. 

The fact remains Pancho Snyder had the 
Barons primed to make a last-ditch fight 
against our brave lads and they came out on 
the short end of the series. 

Now the Barons are ominously silent as they prepare to make 
the trip to Atlanta for the opening series of a new season. 

What's up? 

We'll know the answer late Friday afternoon. 

The Crackers have not fared too well in the exhibition 
games but the material for a first-class team is assembled. 

Manager Ki Ki Cuyler has said all along that a winning 
start is desirable. 

Will the Crackers collect their forces and level the Barons, or 
will the visitors from Slagtown take up where they left off last 
season? 

It's an interesting situation for the many thousands who will 
throng Ponce de Leon for the start at 4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

Pres. Earl Mann’s annual statement ‘to 

Through the Years the fans has just arrived. He explains 
something about the club and extends a warm welcome. 

Mann's statement follows: — 

“The Crackers had 71 players in the armed forces during World 
War Il. Thirty-six have now exchanged their guns for gloves, but 
five of these boys, Frank Haggerty, Milton Rosenstein, James Stew- 
art, ‘Duck’ McKee and Troy Furr, are sleeping forever with their 
guns. We are hopeful that the sportsmanship of American athletics 
will spread over the world and will help eliminate war for all 
time, so that these five young men, together with thousands of 
others, will not have died in vain. 

“That is our prayer as the Crackers look forward with 
much interest to our first peacetime season in five years. 
We will field a young, interesting team, believing it will 
measure up to your expectations. We look forward to wel- 
coming you on opening day, Friday, April 12, at 4 p. m., and 
often afterwards.” 

When Mann rose to the presidency in 1935, the Cracker fans 
hadn't seen a pennant winner in 10 years. The Crackers imme- 
diately became the class of the Southern League and attfacted a 
paid attendance of 330,000. Eddie Moore was manager then. 

They won the next year and there was an attendance of 301,000. 

Throughout the intervening years the baseball at Ponce de 
Leon has been highly commendable. Paul Richards managed 
pennant winners in 1938 and 1941. Last year Ki Ki Cuyler 
came through for the fans. 

Although they didn’t win in the split season of 1944, the 
Crackers won more games than any other team for the season. 

‘We simply mention these things to illustrate the kind of baseball 
Atlanta has enjoyed since Mann has been in charge of the front 


office. 
Since 1935 Atlanta baseball has followed a winning pattern.
